9. The Central Government was, therefore, of the opinion that for the aforesaid reasons, the activities of ULFA were 
detrimental to sovereignty and integrity of India and it was declared to be an unlawful association. The Central Government 
was also of the opinion that it was necessary to declare ULFA as an unlawful association with immediate effect to meet the 
sustained and ever increasing violence committed by the ULFA in the recent past against the police, armed forces and the 
civilians. It was also necessary to have the declaration with immediate effect to prevent it from mobilizing its cadre for 
escalating the secessionist subversive terrorist and violent activities. 

10. The Tribunal has been given the mandate to adjudicate upon whether there is sufficient cause for declaring ULFA 
as an unlawful association and for Central Government exercising the power under proviso to sub-section 3 of Section 3 of 
the Act to do so with immediate effect? 

11. The Central Government has filed a brief Resume regarding the aims and objectives and the violent activities 
indulged in by the United Liberation Front of Assam. 

12. Affidavit by way of evidence has been filed by Sh. A.K. Goyal, Director, North-East, Ministry of Home Affairs. 
Government of India, Pw. 16/1. On behalf of State of Assam, affidavit of Sh. S .K. Roy, Joint Secretary, Government of Assam, 
Home and Political Department has been filed by way of evidence, PW1/1. Affidavits by way of evidence have also been 
filed by the following:—

13. Evidence of the above witnesses PW 1 to PW 15 was recorded’at Tezpur on 12-4-2003 and 13-4-2003 and of Shri 
A.K. Goyal PW 16 in Delhi on 8 -5-2003. Mr. Sanjay Jain, Central Government Standing Counsel concluded the arguments 
on 15.5.2003 and rendered valuable assistance to the Tribunal. 

14. The C entral Government in the resume stated that during the period of ban i. e. from 27-11 -2000 to 3 0-6-2002, ULFA 
indulged in 304 incidents of violence. These include 175 persons being killed including 33 police/security personnel, 
injuring 227 out of which 77 were police/security personnel. There was kidnapping of 18 persons. The above included 
attacks on Anny/para military forces, kidnapping of businessmen and Government officials for ransom, use of explosive 
devices for damaging national properties. The resume further states that in pursuance to its secessionist objectives, ULFA 
continued with its publicity drive by distribution of large number of Leaflets/Pamphlets/Magazines. Earlier during the 
period of October to December, 2000 more than 100 Hindi speaking persons were murdered in 13 incidents. 

15. Affidavit by way of evidence on behalf of the Central Government has been filed by Mr. A. K. Goyal, Director 
North-East, who deposed orally also. Mr. Goyal proved his affidavit by way of evidence. It is averred in the affidavit that the 
activities of ULFA are on increase and it was necessary to continue curbs and control over the unlawfulanti-national 
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activities of ULFA. The declaration of ULFA as an unlawful association with immediate effect was necessary to prevent 
ULFA from taking undue advantage of the situation and mobilizing its cadres for escalating secessionist, subversive, 
terrorist and violent activities. The aims and objectives of ULFA as per its Constitution as also details of 125 maj or incidents 
committed by ULFA during 27-11-2000 to 30-6-2002, were given in Annexure 2 to the affidavit. 

16 PW1 Mr. S .K. Roy, Joint Secretary Government of Assam, Home & Political Department, deposed on oath and 
proved the affidavit Ext.PWl/l as also die Constitution of ULFA. He produced a compilation in a tabulated form Ext. A.2 of 
the numerous incidents of killing, extortion etc. which had been prepared in his office on the basis of information received 
from die various Supdts. of Police. He also proved on record the various extortion and ransom notes issued by ULFA and 
its functionaries. Appeals i ssued by ULFA and other association for boycott of Republic Day and Independence Day, were 
also produced on record. Mr. Roy stated drat ULFA was formed in the year 1979, with the object of liberating Assam from 
rest of India, by armed struggle purportedly to safeguard the alleged interest of the people of Assam, to have complete 
control over the revenue and odier natural resources of Assam, like oil reserves and gas reserves, to win public support 
against Indian and non-Indian exploitation. The recommendation made by the State Government of Assam vide its letter of 
9th August, 2002 for declaring ULFA as an unlawful association, under the Act, for another period of two years was also 

produced. 

17 with a view to satisfy the judicial conscience regarding the involvement of ULFA and its members in the numerous 
incidents of killings, kidnappings and terrorist activities as set out in the compilation Ext. A.1 and A.2 and to verify from the 
record factum of the incidents, the records produced by the Superintendents of Police of the Districts in the State of Assam 
were perused and the Superintendents of Police questioned with regard to the said incidents. Each of the Superintendents 
of police deposed with regard to the significant cases that had happened within their jurisdiction and supported the same 
by production of records, including statements of witnesses, seizure memos and investigation reports. The depositions 
made by the Superintendents of Police arc being briefly noticed. 


18 PW2 Mr. Subrojyoti Hazarika. Superintendent of Police Dibrugarh District proved the affidavit Ext.PW2/l and 
stated in his oral deposition that ULFA was active in his District and had been indulging in killings and extortion. He stated 
Hurt the money collected by extortion was being used by ULFA for restructuring their association and for purchase of illegal 
anus from various countries. The money was also used by the Propaganda wing of ULFA for making of pubhcity matOTal. 
He referred to case No. 180/2001 under Section 302/326/307/34IPC read with Section 10/13 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act. One militant, of the kidnapping cell of ULFA hadbeen arrested in Kanm-Gang made a statement desenb- 
„ip his training at Bhutan and move to Bangladesh, from where he escapedbefore finally surrendenng to the BSF in Tnpura. 
Mr Hazarika also described the incident relating to the exchange of fire between the army and ULFA mihtants^where two 
militants Prafulla Baruah and Dhruba Kumar Roy had died and theirbodies were identifiedby their relations. The seizure 
memos etc. were also produced and shown to the Tribunal. 


1 9 Similarly Mr. Indra Kantca Gogoi. Superintendent of Police, Tinsukia District proved his affidavit Ext. P W3/1 and 
deposed about the incident vide case No.25/2002 of Police Station Pengeree, relating to the search conducted by the Jat 
regiment of the armv leadingto the death of one ULFA personnel and recovery of arms and ammunition. He also deposed 
with regard to case No 6/2000 under Sections 447/307/3 26/34IPC read with Section 10 and 13 of the Act dealing with the 
recovery of arms and ammunition in die incident of 24-2-2002, when four out of five militants were killed. 

20 Mr. PC. Bordoloi. Superintendent of Police, Dubri, PW4 stated on oath that ULFA militants had been active in his 
area during die period November. 2000 to June, 2002 and there were about 10 major incidents. He described case Na74/2001 
under the Golakganj Police Station wherein in exchange of fire with CRPF, 4 activists were overpowered. There was 
recovery of weapons. The statement of the owner of die house where they had taken shelter was recorded, who statedthat 
the arrested persons had disclosed that they were from the ULFA. A large number of extortion and ransom letters were 
recovered. One of these was a letter dated 30-5-1999 wherein demand of Rs.30 lacs was made. Receipt books were also 
recovered. Extortion letters issued under the audiority of revolutionary committee of ULFA were also recovered. This case 
shows and establishes die involvement of ULFA personnel in extortion racket. 

21 Mr Amarendra Bo rgohain. Superintendent of Police, Bongaigaon, PW5 deposed with regard to the case No^92/ 
2()()0 under Sections 302/307/326/325/4271PC read with Section 10/13 of die Act. The above incident had occurred on 
25-6-2002 where a hand grenade was thrown on a vehicle carrying the security personnel. The militants in order to make 
good their escape direw anodier grenade on the crowd injuring 22 civilians out of which two succumbed to m)unes. The 
persons who escaped after throwing the hand grenade were seen having Asamese features. They escaped towards Sitka 
village which is inhabited by Rajbanslii community, whose members are the main source of recruitment of ULFA cadres One. 
of the witnesses, Suraj Jain stated that this was the handiwork of 4 militants. A grenade had been thrown next to his shop. 


22. Mr. B. B. Chelri, Superintendent of Police, Barpetaproved his affidavit Ext. PW6/1. He also deposed with regard to 
case where in exchange of fire, 2 ULFA militants had died, who were identified as Mantri Patchakand Sanjay Baisshyaby 



the village headman as ULF A militants. There was recovery of arms and ammunition. Extortion notes were also recovered 
and produced before the Tribunal. In the extortion notes, the names of the addressees and the amounts were left blank. The 
same were signed by West Zone Parishad of ULF A. 

23. Mr. K. V. Singh, Superintendent of Police, Siva Sagar District proved his affidavit Ext.PW7/l. The illustrative cases 
mentioned in the affidavit had happened during his tenure. He deposed with regard to the extortion letters signed by one 
A. Saikia, self styled Asstt. Finance Secretary of Rongpur Anchalik Parishad of ULFA. Case No.28/2002 under Section 
385/34 IPC read with Section 10/13 of the Act was registered. The recipients oftheextortion/demand letters were terrorized 
and were not willing to divulge further information. During the investigation, one of the arrested persons disclosed the 
extortion operations as well as the leaders of ULFA who were assigned the responsibilities for extortion operations. 

24. Mr. Hiren Chandra Nath Superintendent of Police city Guwahati proved his affidavit Ext P W 8/1. He deposed with 
regard to the incident of 19-4-2001. He stated that one ULFA militant Monoj was killed in the encounter and arms and 
ammunitions were recovered. He also deposed about the seizure of the issue of publication “Swadhinata” recovered from 
the residence of the dead militant. 

25. Mr. Satyan GogoiPW 9 proved his affidavit Ext. PW 9/1. He deposed about the police case No. 185/2001 resulting 
in the arrest of ULFA extremists Kush Koch and Tilok Saikia. A hand grenade was recovered and investigation revealed 
that the said militant hadbeen trained in Sikkim. P W-10 Mr. Mukesh Agrawal, Superintendent of Police, Kamrup proved his 
affidavit Ext. PW 10/1. He deposed about the incident of 27-1 -2002, when suspected activists of ULFA exploded a bomb at 
Soneganga wooden bridge. As a result of said incident DSP (HQ) Mr.D.Pathak of Distt. Kamrup and a driver constable 
Digbijoy Dutta, died on the spot. Subsequently, 100 meters of wire, three numbers of empty cartridges of AK-47 rifle and 
one improvised explosive device was recovered. He deposed that this was the work of ULFA extremists and a wireless 
message was intercepted where personnel of two stations of ULFA were talking about and referring to the incident in which 
the DSP had been killed. Copy of the intercepted message was also tendered. The greetings exchanged the intercepted 
message and the phraseology used by ULFA cadres, who called CRPF personnel as “Charlie, Assam personnel as “Locals” 
and Commandos as “Kolas” showed that ULFA activists were involved in the explosion. As a result of investigation, 13 
persons were arrested. Prior to the incident in which DSP was killed, a rocket had been fired on the Commandos Battalion 
camp at Nagarbera Bazar supported with firing from AK-56 rifle. The rocket launcher is a sophisticated weapon which is 
available with ULFA, which has predominance in Kamrup District. Similarly statements were recorded of Dr. Sarat Kumar 
Plmkan. Supdt. of Police Nalbari, Mr. Khobir Ahmed Supdt. of Police Darrang, and Mr. Lungriading, Supdt. of Police 
Nagaon District, Assam. 

26. Dr. Sarat Kumar Phukan, provedhis affidavit Ex. PW 11/1. He deposedabout the incident of 18-3-2002, police case 
No.46/2002, where in exchange of fire with the police, two ULFA militants died on the spot and two fled away. The dead 
bodies were identified as those belonging to ULFA personnel, whose names appeared in the list of ULFA, maintained by the 
District Special Branch. AK-47 and other ammunition were seized. Demand letters were also recovered. He deposed that 
there had been 64 incidents involving ULFA activists between 27-11 -2001 to 30-6-2002. 

27. Mr. Khobir Ahmed has similarly proved his affidavit Ext. P W 12/1. He also described the incident of police case 
No.28/2002, where one ULFA militant died and revolver, cartridges and IED were recovered. Mr. Lungriading Supdt. of 
Police Nagaon District proved his affidavit Ext.PW 13/1. He deposed about the case No.811/2001. He deposedabout the 
incident of 29-10-2001 when a ULFA militant was challenged, who attempted to escape and tried to take out a grenade and 
accidentally pulled over the lever, resulting in explosion, in which he himself and Havaldar Padmeswar Hazarika succumbed 
to injuries. ULFA activist was Bijay Kalita. He also deposed about another incident, wherein a hardcore ULFA activist was 
arrested, while he had taken shelter with a surrendered ULFA mm. 

28. Statements were recorded of Mr. PratuI Chandra Phukan, Supdt. of Police Special Operation Unit, Special Branch, 
Assam and Mr. Jyotirmay Chakravarty D v. Inspector General of Police, Special Branch, Assam. Mr.PratuI Chandra Phukan 
stated that his duty was to monitor terrorist activities, gather information from various Districts of the State, to collate and 
monitor the same and give further directions concerning unlawful activities. He deposed that the statistics given in his 
affidavit, with regard to number of murders, killings, injuries, kidnappings and bomb explosion were based on the informa¬ 
tion received from Supdts. of Police of various Districts. He deposed that information had been received with regard to 
ULFA camps being held in Bhutan, Bangladesh and Myanmar. Earlier ULFA was trying to run parallel administration 
collecting taxes and tariff from people. Mr. Jyotirmay Chakravarty deposed that prior to his present assignment as Deputy 
Inspector General of Police, Special Branch, he was Superintendent of Police Sonitpur District. He deposed about attempts 
by agencies, such as, IS1 to circulate counterfeit currency. Arms were being purchased from ISI and were smuggled through 
Bangladesh. As per information, ULFA was also planning to procure huge consignment of arms from arms dealers in China 
but attemptproved abortive. He deposed about the activities of ULFA activists from Bangladesh, Bhutan and Mynamar. 
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29 From the aforesaid affidavits, as well as oral and documentary evtdence, which has been brought on record,. 
would be seen that ULFA hasbeen actively pursuing and indulging inunlawful activities with a view to fulfil its ma natms 
Z Obiecbve as per its constitution o liberate the State of Assam from Indian Republic through arms struggle. The 
e\ idence as discussed above, brings forthwith unlawful activities, namely, killings, kidnappings, extortion and attacks on 
police security personnel and aimed forces. The attempts of acquisition of arms from foreign coiuitncs as a to cuxmlati 
of counterfeit currency, demonstrate that ULFA continues to be active and committed to its aim and objecUve. lTiere has 
been conceited attempt to cause widespread panic. The Central Government and State of

10 ULFA has also been aligning itself with NDFB and NSCN to have the secession of Assam in pursuance to its aims 
during the period, its activities remanded declared as unlawful. The violent andillegal activities of U LF Aare intended to 
create terror and a deep sense of insecurity amongst people, especially those who are either opposed to or do not extend 
supporttoUieobjecUve ^methods employed by ULFA As noticed earlier, despite the ban, there has been no let up in 
i,s milawf.il activities. There is evidence and reports of ULFA camps in Bhutan, Bangladesh and Myanmarbeingactivated. 

11 Central Government in these facts and circumstances was fully justified... reaching the opinion thafthe dcclara- 
lion of ULFA as an unlawful association with immediate effect, was necessary to prevent terrorist acdviues and remobitizaU 
of ULFA cadres and acquisition of large scale amis etc.
